INSIST ON PEACE. 


Amsterdam, July 19.—The Ber- 


lin Tageblatt says the committee

German reichstag have unanim- 
ously decided the peace resolu- 
tion.

ing with the majority. The Tage- 
blatt says that in the reichstag 
221 deputies will vote for

peace resolution.

While the world today awaited with 


keen interest the declaration of the 
•"German policy, which the new Impe- 
rial chancellor, Dr Georg Michaelis, is 
expected to deliver in the reichstag, 
the military forces ot the belligerents 
are engaged In infantry operations ot 
major proportions only along the east- 
ern front in Galicia. where the Rus- 
sian onrush apparently is being re- 
vived 
Russian troops have 
again 


driven Into the Ualician village of Vo- 
vica. south of Kalusz and now occupy 
the eastern end of that place
